Depression Issue of 
Revenues Probable 


ECRETARY of the 
Treasury, Andrew 
Mellon has _ been 


quoted as favoring an 
excise tax for raising 
funds to cover the bil- 
lion dollar deficit 
which is expected for the current 
year. 

If this plan is followed we can 
look for a new issue of United 
States Revenue Stamps and the 
Beatrice Sun of Beatrice, Nebraska, 
very cleverly suggests a number of 
designs for the various values. 
While the designs may not be con- 
sidered as having much merit, they 
are at least suggestive of the truth, 
so the Sun thinks. 

Following is the quotation from 
the Sun, and we are indebted to 
our old time friend, W. R. King of 
Grand Island, Nebraska, for the 
clipping. 

“It may be a little early for sug- 
gestions but instead of having some 
stock design on the issue of reve- 
nue stamps next year why not 
make them a handsome pictorial 
set? There is a billion-dollar defi- 
cit in the treasury, and Andrew 
Mellon has been quoted as favor- 
ing an excise tax to make it up. 
Congress will undoubtedly be 
called upon this winter to author- 
ize a stamp tax upon legal docu- 
ments, patent medicines and certain 
articles commonly used by _ the 
people. There is now a 10-cent tax 
stamp upon every package of play- 
ing cards, and tobacco, corporation 
stock certificates and certain other 
things carry a federal tax stamp. 
Liquors used to, but there isn’t such 
a thing any more. 

The revenue stamps of the Civil 
war period carried portraits of 





George Washington. The tax 
stamps of the Spanish-American 
war, both for documents and medi- 
cines had a picture of the battle- 
ship Maine, while those of the dol- 
lar denominations had a picture of 
Liberty. The revenue stamps of 
the World war period merely had 
large figures on them, while the 
dollar values had a picture of Jus- 
tice or Liberty. There were two 
issues of these—one in 1914 before 
we got into the war and one in 
1918. The 1914 issue aroused a 
storm of criticism because a demo- 
cratic administration had so mis- 
managed our affairs that it had to 
put a stamp tax on the people to 
replenish the treasury. But fair- 
minded persons understood that it 
was brought about by “world con- 
ditions,” as they say nowadays, for 
Europe went to war in 1914 and 
caused a disturbance of economic 
conditions here. 

When the situation is now re- 
versed and a republican adminis- 
tration must levy a stamp tax in 
times of peace the democrats will 
not taunt them—maybe. They love 
their country too much to take par- 
tisan advantage of a national dis- 
aster. 

The tax stamps of 1932 might be 
designed as follows: 1-cent blue, 
the G. O. P. elephant, indicating 
how cheap he feels; 2-cent pink, 
winter scene at Valley Forge, 3- 
cent black, factories without any 
smoke coming out of the chimneys; 
4-cent green, Al Capone behind 
the bars; 5-cent brown, southern 
planters plowing under their cot- 
ton; 8-cent orange, western poul- 
try yard, with a chicken for every 
pot; 10-cent purple, California 
vineyard producing wine concen- 


trate; 12-cent yellow, the tariff 
keeping out Chinese toothpicks; 15- 
cent ultramarine, graveyard of 
broken banks; 20-cent dark green, 
Teapot Dome in the distance; 25- 
cent buff, the wheat surplus; 30- 
cent gray, the Great Moratorium, 
and 50-cent chocolate, the army of 
unemployed. The psychological ef- 
fect of these pretty pictures, as a 
man licks and affixes his tax 
stamps, would be splendid. The dol- 
lar stamp could have a picture of 
a magician pulling a white rabbit 
out of a plug hat; the 5-dollar 
stamp could be adorned with a pic- 
ture of a politician lifting himself 
up by his shoe strings, and the 10- 
dollar stamp, for use on notes and 
mortgages, could illustrate how the 
farm marketing act put agriculture 
on an equality with industry.”

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E. T. PARKER DIES AT AGE 
OF 70 


Edward T. Parker, prominent 
local business man and one of the 
oldest collectors of stamps in the 
United States, died at his home, 
Market and Maple Streets, on 
Thursday evening, September 3, at 
6:15 o’clock of a complication of 
diseases from which he had been 
suffering for some time. He was 
seventy years of age. 

Mr. Parker was born in Phila- 
delphia on April 9, 1861, a son of 
the late Edward Thomas Parker 
and Mary Gillespie. He was edu- 


cated in Philadelphia and was 
graduated from the Episcopal 
Academy of that city. His first 
position was in the capacity of 


private secretary to the president 
of the Philadelphia, New York 
and Buffalo Railroad Company, 
after which he became general 
passenger agent for the Union 
Pacific Railroad, Omaha, Neb., and 
later private secretary to Col. Lud- 
low, of the United States Army in 
Philadelphia. 

Mr. Parker came to Bethlehem 
in 1886 and became secretary to 
Robert H. Sayre, then vice presi- 
dent of the Lehigh Valley Railroad 
Company. At the time of the oc- 
cupation of Cuba, after the Span- 
ish-American War, he went to 
Cuba with General Ludlow as his 
secretary. While there General 
Ludlow became governor of that 
island,

In that same year Mr. Parker 
started his famous stamp collec- 
tion and this hobby led him into 
the stamp business, which he op- 
erated in this city. He also pub- 
lished a stamp magazine. 

Mr. Parker was married in 1886 
in the Church of the Transfigura- 
tion, Philadelphia, to Miss Blanche 
H. Gillespie, of Philadelphia, a dis- 
tant relative of his mother. 

Returning to Bethlehem in 1902, 
he became connected with the ord- 
nance department of the Bethle- 
hem Steel Company. In 1905, he 
purchased the Traeger Grocery 
Company, later established the 
Yingling’s store, Main and Goepp 
Streets, and two other stores, one 
at the corner of Church and New 
Streets and the other at the cor- 
ner of Broad and High Streets. 

Mr. Parker was a life-long 
member of the Episcopal Church 
and in Bethlehem was a prominent 
member of Trinity Church, East 
Market Street. He was a charter 
member of the Bethlehem Club 
and a member of the Society of 
Philatelic American. For the 
past two years he had been presi- 
dent of the Parent-Teacher Asso- 
ciation of Neisser School. 

The deceased is survived by his 
widow, two daughters, Helen D., 
and Edith M., at home; two sons, 
Lawrence H., of Philadelphia, and 
Edward H., of Huntington, W. 
Va.; also four granddaughters. 

Funeral services will be held at 
the home on Monday afternoon at 
two o’clock. Interment is to be 
made at the convenience of the 
family in the family plot in Nisky 
Hill Cemetery.

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PRECANCEL NOTES 


By Kk. M. Gierhart,

Every once in awhile 
comes floating in like this. I 
picked up a pair of the de 1917 
issue Union Clty, Ga., with the 
U-8 type on it. These were used 
just last month by a Cutlery Co. 
in that city. An obsolete stamp 
and an obsolete type. The only 
way these can be accounted for is 
that they were on the bottom of 
a pile of sheets and the supply 
was replenished each time before 
the bottom was reached and these 
were not used. Finally some en- 
terprising clerk arranged the 
stamps so they would be used 
in order, or perhaps the depres- 
sion caused the Company to use 
up its entire postage supply before 
making any more outiay of cash 
for postage. Anyway here they 
are nine years after they were sup- 
posed to be passe’. 

Not so long ago I picked up a 7e 
1917 issue from Westgrove, Pa 
with the U-3 type on it. No 1917 
issue stamps are listed at all in 
the catalog in this type. 

Camden, N. J., does some funny 
things. First they use a U-2 plate 
then seem to discard it for about 
four or five handstamps, and now 
again are using the U-2 type 
again on the compound perf. va- 
rieties. Almost every stamp com- 
ing to me recently from Camden 
has been in the U-2 type. This 
plate seems to be in good condition 
and good for quite awhile yet. 

Canada is trying something new 
in precancels. Putting numbers 
on them. I noted this article in 
the BEE; since it is not very ex- 
plicit I wish some reader would 
submit a sample so that we can 
give more details.

Very no- 
ticeable on the Kansas City and 
St. Louis B13 types. All this is 
just another reason why you should 
study your buros.

These 
trips ought to go far to prove that 
the lighter than air machine can 
safely make these long flights and 
save time in the transmission of 
mail matter, at least, until the 
further development of the heavier 
than air types of machines. Von 
Meister sent out circular soliciting 
orders for covers and ecards on the 
second flight of the Graf, but they 
were too late for publication.

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Talking Stumps of the Indians 


Clipping From an Old Magazine 


While a party of us were camped 
in the pine forests of the Cascade 
mountains, on the Pacific Coast, we 
found, while tramping through the 
wilds, a deserted “postoffice” of the 
Indians. We called it a “postoffice” 
because we could think of no better 
name. It was a high pine snag or 
stump from which the tree had 
been broken by a severe storm. On 
one side of the stump and about 
six feet from the ground was a 
large hole, a sort of a hollowed- 
out shelf, protected and sheltered 
from the rain and snow by an over- 
hanging knot. 

The stump and the big knot-hole 
would not have attracted our notice, 
for there were hundreds of such 
stumps in the forests through 
which we passed; but it was the 
contents of the hollowed-out shelf 
that demanded our attention. It 
was partially filled with an assort- 
ment of small flat stones and frag- 
ments of bark long ago decayed. 
We knew that the stones could not 
have been placed in the hole by 
animals or birds. They were placed 
there by the savage red man who 
formerly ruled supreme in those 
forest solitudes. After examining 
a few of the pebbles we were con- 
vinced that this was a “tae-tae- 
mux-mux,” or “talking-stump,” of 
several western tribes, possibly of 
the Modoecs, Klamaths and Nez 
Perces. 

The “talking stones” were mostly 
flat, none of them larger than the 
palm of one’s hand, and were of 
three colors, blue, white, and red, 
these being the natural colors of 
the stones. Though the stones had 
been lying in the dead stump for 
thirty or forty years, or since the 
close of the Indian wars and the 
banishment of the tribes, the pe- 
culiar inscriptions, deeply carved 
by some sharp instrument, were 
still traceable on some of them. 
On one of the red stones was in- 
scribed the crude figure of a bow 
and arrow. This was evidently a 
message of war, though whether 
it was a challenge or merely the 
report of a battle we could only 
guess. A message of the same 
character was inscribed upon an- 
other red stone, this one being a 
rough outline of a quiver of arrows. 

There were several blue stones, 
but on most of these the inscrip- 
tions were so crudely drawn or so 
nearly defaced that we were unable 
to trace them. One, however, was 
a picture of a bird with a very long 
neck, evidently meant for a wild 
goose. Another represented a four- 
footed animal, and since it had 
horns and a very short tail we con- 
cluded it was intended to be a pic- 
utre of a deer. Still another bore 
a very good drawing of a fish.

A peculiar characteristic of the 
stones, in the matter of classifica- 
tion as to their color and the mes- 
sages they bore, attracted our at- 
tention all at once. The red stones 
all carried messages of war, this 
being evident from the fact that 
the inscriptions represented -bows, 
arrows and spears. The blue stones 
told of “plenty,” bringing informa- 
tion concerning an abundance of 
wild game, of geese, deer and sal- 
mon, and white stones bore mes- 
sages of peace. Inscriptions on 
these were more difficult to trace 
than that of blue or red pebbles, 
but on one we made out the dim 
outline of an ear of maize or Indian-

unable to learn of their inscriptions. 
The trails, too, which formerly led 
to this “talking-stump” from vari- 
ous directions, and over which the 
swift Indian runners came, bring- 
ing tidings of war, plenty or peace 
from distant tribes, or bearing 
away messages of the same charac- 
ter for the chiefs and “head men” 
to ponder over as they sat in coun- 
cil around the campfire, were long 
since abandoned and grown over 
with matted chaparral and man- 
zanita. The stump itself was badly 
decayed and would have crumbled 
but for the great amount of black 
pitch it contained; and it was all 
but hidden by the smaller trees 
that had grown up and entwined it. 
But we had seen enough to get 
an idea of the manner in which 
messages were exchanged between 
the Indian tribes, and between indi- 
viduals of tribes during the days of 
Indian rule and Indian supremacy 
on the American continent. This 
old pine stump was the “postoffice” 
for three or four tribes. It was the 
medium through which the chiefs 
of neighboring or even distant 


tribes talked to each other. 
Though their spoken language 
differed, the language engraved 


was so simple that all could under- 
stand it. 

It is the opinion of men who have 
made a study of the habits and 
customs of the Indians that the 
“talking-stumps” were used princi- 
pally during times of peace; or at 
least were not employed to convey 
challenges or important declara- 
tions of war. The stones deposited 
in them, as indicated by the con- 
tents of this one, told of war, but 
they were what we would call 
“news from the front”; merely 
messages from one chief to anoth- 
er telling of a battle between 
neighboring tribes. 

The runners selected by the chiefs 
to carry the “talking stones” pos- 
sessed remarkable endurance and 
speed. It was a mark of distinction 
for them to be chosen for this work. 
Unless the tribes were engaged in 
bitter war these runners were never 
molested, but went their swift way 
through the dark forest in peace. 
Clad only in breech-clout and moc- 
casins, with no weapon but a spear, 
and carrying the “talking stones” 
in a deerskin bag slung from the 
shoulders, the Indian runner, with 
searcely a pause, maintained his 
swift pace for eight or ten hours 
and covered from fifty to seventy- 
five miles in a single day. One 
“talking stump” was the destina- 
tion or meeting point for the run- 
ners of several tribes. But the 
method used by them to distinguish 
or select the messages meant for

Possibly this was 
accomplished by each tribe having 
a stone a certain shade or color, or 
some distinguishing mark. The 
system, at least, was one easily 
understood, for the runner de- 
posited his messages, selected those 
left for his own chief and “head 
men” and returned to his tribe.
